TERMS OF PAINTERS 
AGREEMENT DISCUSSED 


Rebates on Wages Prohibited, 
Collective Bargaining Pro- 
vided in Draft. 


An open hearing on the proposed 
labor agreement for the painting, 
paperhanging and decorating di- 
vision of the construction industry 
for St. Louis and St. Louis County 
was conducted yesterday by Robert 
K. Ryland, State NRA Compliance 
Director, at the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building. 

The agreement provides a mini- 
mum wage of $1 an hour; double 
pay for overtime; a five-day, 40 
hour week and a maximum &-hour 
day. The minimum for apprentices 
was set at $15 a week the first year. 
A journeyman was defined as an) 
employe completing at least three 
years’ apprenticeship, who is quali- 
fied to perform painting, decorating 
and paperhanging. 

It was made clear that the agree- 
ment covers minimum wages, and 
does not interfere with existing} 
wage contracts. The scale for un-| 
ion painters and paperhangers is

1.25 an hour. | 


Sponsors of the agreement told 


Ryland that it was designed to 
eliminate unfair practices, improve 
standards of labor, help small op- 
erators and should tend to relieve 
unemployment. It was stated that, 
in a normal year, approximately 
$7,500,000 is spent for painting and 
paperhanging in the St. Louis 
metropolitan district. 

Rebates on wages are prohibited 
and employes are free to organize 
and bargain collectively through 
representatives of their own choos- 
ing.

DRASTIC RULE CHANGES 
MADE FOR GOLD CUP 
SPEEDBOAT CONTESTS 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—Drastic re- 
vision of the rules governing gold 
cup speedboat racing was assured 
today. 

After hours of argument, the gold 
cup contest board of the American 
Powerboat Association decided last 
night to increase the class limit to 
12-liter boats, unsupercharged, next 
year. Old cup boats, with 6.25 cubic 
inch engines, will be permitted to 
use superchargers for the 1935 race. 
Contenders for the cup next year 
thus will have the privilege of in- 
stalling superchargers on their ora 
craft or building new boats with 12- 
liter engines. 

Another change will permit for- 
eign drivers to compete in the races 
provided their challenges are made 
through American yacht clubs and 
their boats are foreign-built and 
conform with American rures. 

Going still further in revision of 
the rules, the board decided that 
starting in 1936 all restrictions on 
gold cup boat hulls—length, weight 
and beam—will be removed. In ef- 
fect this wil place gold cup compe- 
tition on exactly the same basis as 
European 12-liter class racing. 

The 1935 races will be held Julv 
27 in Lake George, off Bolton Lan4- 
ing, N. Y. George Reis, ‘Lake 
George pilot who has won the cup 
two years in succession, probably 
will defend it with his famous craft, 
El Lagarto, getting greater speed 
through the use of superchargers.

IMPORTANT CHANGES 
MADE IN RULES FOR 
GOLD CUP REGATTA 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—Import- 
ant changes in the Gold Cup rules 
were made last night at a turbul- 
ent session of the Gold Cup con- 
test board of the American Power 
Boat Association. 

It was voted to increase the class 
limit to 12 liter boats, unsuper- 
charged, next year. Under the terms 
of a regulation adopted last year 
to take effect in 1935, old Gold 
Cup boats, with 6.25 cubic inch en- 
gines, will be permitted to use sup- 
erchargers. 

Thus contenders in the 1935 race 
will have their choice of using 12- 
liter boats without superchargers or 
6.25 cubic inch craft with super- 
chargers. 

In order to permit this change to 
fo into effect, the Detroit Yacht 
Club and the Hampton (Va.) Yacht 
Club withdrew challenges for the 
1935 race. Under the rules, no 
changes in the regulations can be 
adopted after a challenge has been 
filed except with the consent of the 
challengers. 

Another and even more drastic 
change was adopted to take effect 
in 1936 when all restrictions on Gold 
Cup hulls, length, weight and beam, 
will be removed. The effect of this 
will be to place the Gold Cup com- 
petition on exactly the same basis 
as European 12-liter class racing. 

Another change will permit for- 
eign drivers to compete in the Gold 
Cup races provided their boats are 
foreign built and conform to Amer- 
ican rules and provided the chal- 
lenge is made through an American 
Yacht Club. The original deed of 
gift, made in 1904, specifies that 
challenges must be made through 
American clubs.

Speaking in Detroit, He Declares New Dealers 


Abandoned Code of 


Morals”—“Liberty Brutally Violated.”

DETROIT, Oct. 25.—“It is hich 
time to sound the retreat from Mos- 
cow,” former Sentaor James A. 
Reed of Missouri said in his speech 
last night before the Non-Partisan 
Voters’ League at the Naval Arm- 
ory here. 

Reed’s speech, delivered with all 
his old time power of sarcasm and 
invective, was a castigation of the 
New Deal and all its works. 

“This meeting,” he began, “is 
held under the auspices of a non- 
partisan organization. But let it 
be understood that I come to you 
as a partisan Democrat, standing 
firmly on the platform of the last 
Democratic National Convention. 

“Being a Democrat, it follows 
that I am not a Communist, a So- 
cialist, a Bolshevist, or a combi- 
nation of all three, and that there- 
fore I am not a New Dealer.” 

Stands on Constitutidn. 

Salient points in the 75-minute 
address follow: 

“When I entered the Senate, I 
took solemn oath to defend the 
Constitution against all enemies, 
foreign and domestic. That I have 


done, and that I propose to do, re- 
gardliess of whether the assault 
comes from the mob in the street 
or from the Capital of the nation. 

“You cannot make an unconst:- 
tutional act constitutional by call- 
ing it an ‘experiment.’ Whence 
comes the authority to experiment 
upon the American people? To 
what kind of guidancé are we yield- 
ing, when the experimenter blandly 
confesses that he does not know 
whether the experiment will kill or 
cure; but that if it fails and the 
patient survives, he is ready with 
another and still another experi- 
ment.

They cringe before a pop- 
ular master, and bare their backs 
to the lash of power. 

“Swearing to support the Consti- 
tution, they pledge themselves in ad- 
vance to surrender the authorities 
and duties of Congress into the 
hands of the executive. 

Replies to Roosevelt. 

“The liberty of American citizens 
has been grossly and brutally vio- 
lated. The attacks thus far have 
been confined to the poor or the 
weak. Thousands have been intim- 
idated into yielding their natural 
and constitutional rights. If the 
laws, decrees and orders already 
promulgated are sustained, the op- 
pressor’s hand may soon be felt on 
the throats of all classes of people. 
“The principal weapon (of NRA) 
is the boycott, sanctioned, organized 
and enforced by the Goverpment. 
Boycotts have been illegal and crim- 
inal under the English common law 
and under the law of our country, 
for hundreds of years. 

“Recently the President asked, 
‘Do you know of anyone who has 
been deprived of his liberty?’ I an- 
swer, all these (business men af- 
fected by NRA) have lost their 1fib- 
erty, all these have been deprived 
of their constitutional rights; all 
these are suffering under oppres- 
sive laws which find their parallel 
only in Bolshevik Russia. If they 
can be justified, then our Consti- 
tution might well never have been 
written. It is high time to sound 
the retreat from Moscow. 

“The whole scheme (of NRA and 
AAA) in a nutshell is to increase 
the prices of everything the people 
eat, wear or use, and this at a time 
when money is scarce. The theory 
of the past has always been that 
in order to start industry, prices 
should be lowered, goods brought 
within reach of the pocketbooks of 
the people. 

“What has been done is to hog-tie 
the business of the United States, 
to interfere in every line of en- 
deavor.

RELIEF NEEDS, CROSSLEY SAYS 


State Director Says Government 
May Withdraw Aid If Local- 
ities Shirk Duty. 


HANNIBAL, Mo., Oct. 25.—Wal- 
lace Crossley, State Relief Admin- 
istrator, told a convention of coun- 
ty judges here yesterday that Fed- 
eral and State relief might be with- 
drawn from localities which have 
refused to recognize their own prob- 
lems and raise sufficient local 
funds, 


“The Relief Administration is now 
sending funds and surplus food into 
every county in the State, but local 
responsibility cannot be evaded,” 
he said. “We shall insist upon our 
right to withdraw or withhold aid 
from those localities which, al- 
though able to co-operate, refuse 
to recognize the problem as their 
own.” 

The relief director reiterated that 
local public funds should be nade 
available to carry the normal load 
resulting from destitution and un- 
employment. Federal and State 
funds, he stated, are to be applied, 
not as a substitute for what the 
counties and communities should 
do, but as supplemental to their 
efforts. He said there are too 
many counties in the State which 
are inclined to lean too heavily 
upon the State and Federal Gov- 
ernment and “shirk their own re- 
sponsibilities.”

LONDON, Oct. 25.—The British 
and American delegates to the pre- 
liminary naval conversations were 
reported authoritatively today, fol- 
lowing a meeting at the Prime 
Minister’s residence, to have decid- 
ed that the general proposals of 
Japan were unacceptable. 

The representatives of the two 
Anglo-Saxon nations were said to 
have agreed to ask for a full out- 
line of the complete technical plan 
which Japan wants to use as a 
basis for a new. naval treaty. 
The two delegations did not re- 
ject the plea for equality in prin- 
ciple outright but it was said that 
they agreed that the plan still was 
too vague for acceptance, pending 
full information from the Japanese. 
It was expected that this request 
would be conveyed privately to the 
Japanese before the British-Japa- 
nese meeting tomorrow. 

Not Threat to End Conference. 
An authority said that this ac- 
tion could not be regarded as a 
threat to end the conversations and 
that all the Americans and Brit- 
ish want is a complete explanation 
of what equality in principle means 
to the Japanese, what the Japanese 
mean by a maximum level of ton- 
nage to replace the ratio system, 
and just what the Japanese con- 
sider “offensive” ships.

Mr. Wolfe suggested a change in our criminal pro- 
cedure by which the State also would be given the 
right to take depositions. He pointed out that if this 
were the case, many of the alibis now presented un- 
expectedly and successfully during the trial of cases 
would be shattered to bits. 

Mr. Wolfe told how, in the Kelley case, the defend- 
ants availed themselves of the right of severance, 
namely, the right to be tried separately for the same 
offense. This right, under Missouri law, is granted 
as a matter of course, upon the mere application 
of defendants. The estimated cost of each trial in 
the Kelley case is $1600, and the time to be consumed 
in court is two months. In I)linois, it is discretion- 
ary with the Judge whether or not severance will 
be permitted. This is a far more reasonable practice. 
The rights of each defendant in a group trial are 
amply protected. 

An obvious and unfair advantage to the defense 
in our criminal procedure is the fact that the de- 
fense has exactly twice as many peremptory jury 
challenges as the State. From a panel of 30 prospec- 
tive jurors, the State is permitted to strike out six 
names without assigning cause. The defense is per- 
mitted to strike 12 names from those that remain. 
Mr. Wolfe pointed out that this advantage enjoyed 
by the defense often resulted in the selection of a 
jury unfit for the important task of deciding the 
case at issue. 

Adverting to the murder of John C. Johnson, a 
key witness in the Kelley case, in whose house Dr. 
Kelley had been confined after being kidnaped, Mr. 
Wolfe made the point that the law as to hearsay 
evidence should be changed “in order’to make the 
killing of witnesses unprofitable.” Johnson’s testi- 
mony could not be used in the Rosegrant trial be- 
cause under the law it is classed as hearsay evidence. 
There are, of course, historic reasons for all the 
crippling restrictions upon modern prosecutors. They 
grew up naturally as a result of despotic acts of 
tyrants and as a result of severe punishment for 
minor offenses. We do not live under despotism, nor 
does our law contain the drastic penalties that ob- 
tained when these safeguards were set up. Thus, the 
causes for the safeguards have been removed, while 
the safeguards themselves remain to benefit, not 
innocent men against unjust accusation, but members 
of the underworld whose lawyers use all of these 
vestigial forms to defeat the ends of justice. 

At the luncheon club meeting, Mr. Wolfe was 
asked when we might expect proper action toward 
modernizing our criminal code. It is a question, we 
dare say, that many thousands of people in Mis- 
souri are asking. Only the State Legislature can 
answer. 
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MERRILY THE APPLE ROLLS ALONG. 
A good deal of history has revolved around the 
apple, and more is coming. When the sprightly young 
Eve looked upon that rosy-red apple, she certainly 
started something. In fact, she started everything. 
And when Sir Isaac Newton, sitting in his slippered 
ease at twilight, saw that Ben Davis fall, he prompt- 
ly dashed off the law of gravity. Again, the sunrise 
still pinks the eastern skies that watched William 
Tell’s unerring arrow cleave the apple on his son's 
head. 
Thus it is that romance, science and the fortitude 
of valor march forever, so to speak, down the Apple- 
ian way. And now Bacchus guffaws convivially as 
he gazes on Calhoun County, Ill., and learns that the 
apple is to lend its gay, tart offices to the distilling 
of brandy.

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ANOTHER HITLER ACHIEVEMENT. 
One of Chancellor Hitler’s major orations since he 
came to power in Germany was that before the 
Reichstag on May 17, 1933, on the subject of for- 
eign relations. Discussing the post-war miseries of 
Germany, he said: 


Since the signature of the Versailles Treaty, 
which was to form the foundation stone of a 
new and better world for all nations, 224,900 
(German) people—men, women, old people and 
children—have taken their own lives, almost ex- 
clusively out of distress and misery. 


This figure gave a tragically high suicide rate for 
Germany, which for years has had a percentage sec- 
ond only to Switzerland among all the nations. Be- 
fore the war, Germany’s rate was 222 per million 
population; during the war it was 168: after the war, 
by Hitler’s figures, it was almost 250. The rate in 
this country before the war was 162; during the 
war, 138; after the war, 116. 

Hitler announced as his goal, and later boasted as 
an accomplishment, the restoration of courage and 
hope to Germany. The harsh effects of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty may linger, but they have surely not 
been increased, for many of its clauses have become 
virtual dead letters as regards Germany. The course 
of the suicide rate,-then, would seem to be a fair 
gauge of the Hitler regime's accomplishments.

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THE FRONTIER OF SPEED. 

October, smiting a Homeric lyre, has sung a song 
of speed. From London to Melbourne, half way 
around the world, in 10 seconds less than 71 hours, 
is the triumph of a day that may be interpreted in 
terms of promise, or portent. 
But while the Englishmen, Scott and Black, are 
enjoying their well-won laureled hour of rest, the 
“Crazy Boy” of Italian aviation, Lieut. Francesco 
Agello, leaves the eagle beating impotent wings and 
writes his name in the script of a projectile. The 
unofficial figures are 437 miles an hour—‘“faster than 
ever man has flown before.” 
An American naval maneuver, secretly prepared, 
breaks into the news. As reported, the United States 
fleet arrives in Limon Bay at night, suddenly the 
darkness is shot with a blaze of lights and the test 
is on to complete the transit of the Panama Canal, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, in less than 40 
hours. 
Meantime, the Union Pacific’s streamlined train 
streaks across the continent and establishes a world 
record for sustained speed by averaging 84 miles 
an hour for over 500 miles. 
The spectacular Italian performance may, perhaps, 
be catalogued as a stunt, though it shows the dis- 
concerting possibilities of the airplane as an instru- 
ment of war. The Australian flight, too, threatens 


ence preparedness policies and attitudes in all the 
chancelleries. The maneuver in the Panama Canal, 
however prosaic it may seem in comparison with the 
drama of the air, is frankly militartstic. 

So we turn to the Union Pacific’s train as an un- 
dertaking primarily and almost solely conceived in 
the cause of the day’s work. More hopeful and prac- 
tical significance may be read into it, perhaps, than 
may be deduced from the theatric, though momen- 
tous, exploits of the air. 

After all, we are still of the earth, earthy. Terra 
firma is our habitat. If the early train of the new 
school can halve the transcontinental journey, just 
how far, or, rather, how near, will our West and East 
be, and our North and South, with the railroads of 
tomorrow? The question, obviously, is not now an- 
swerable, but speculation is permissible. Conjecture 
may, without apology, envisage a bewildering ac- 
celeration of industry and trade, and all the pur- 
suits of peace, with culture and commerce shar- 
ing equally in the fruits of the larger day. 

It is possible that we are witnessing the dawn of 
the railroads’ renaissance. Certainly, the streamlined 
train, with its economy of operation and augmented 
capability, may be regarded as a factor with a fu- 
ture in the still explorable field of transportation. 
Alexander may or may not have wept for that there 
were no more worlds to conquer. If he did, he was 
a maudlin sentimentalist. There are always worlds 
to conquer, always frontiers for the adventurous, al- 
ways higher peaks to climb. 
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That other bird perched beside the Blue Eagle is 
the good old dodo. 
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STOP IT! 
In a campaign against bombing, which has terror- 
ized the community for years, the police of St. Louis 
County have made one arrest and are spreading their 
nets for others. 
This is a movement that should have begun a long 
time ago. It is, moreover, one in which the county 
authorities should have the active co-operation of all 
organized labor. No civilized community can toler- 
ate such a condition as that which exists in the 
county. We have repeatedly said that if organized 
labor wishes to retain the respect of society, it must 
put its foot down firmly upon the too-common prac- 
tice of bombing buildings not built by union labor. 
This is the sort of thing which prejudices the cause 
of all labor. True, there have been abuses on the 
other side—its Homestead, its coal and iron police, 
its brutal use of armed force against those striving 
for their daily bread—but two wrongs do not make a 
right. The people who, year in and year out, have 
used the bomb as a persuader in the conflict between 
capital and labor in St. Louis County are outside the 
pale of decent society. They have not merely de- 
stroyed property; they have imperiled ‘the lives of 
men, women and children. They have made the in- 
nocent to suffer. They should be summarily dealt 
with, and the quicker the county authorities go about 
the task the sooner will the community be purified 
of these social atrocities.

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HOW TO PREVENT A TAX RISE IN ILLINOIS. 

Most bond issues call for an increase in taxes. The 
$30,000,000 bond issue on which Illinois will pass 
judgment Nov. 6 is the means of preventing an in- 
crease of about 63 cents on each $100 in assessed 
valuation next year. If this seems strange, it can 
be explained in a few words. The Illinois Legisla- 
ture a year ago authorized the borrowing of $28,- 
500,000 on State tax anticipation notes to raise money 
for unemployment relief. At the same time, pro- 
vision was made for a vote on a bond issue which, 
if carried, would spread repayment of these obliga- 
tions over a period of about 20 years. If the bond 
issue fails, it will be necessary to levy higher taxes 
on real estate. 

How vital it is to all interests in Illinois to have 
this bond issue carried can be judged from the fact 
that a committee which has been formed to cam- 
paign for its adoption includes the State chairmen of 
both of the major parties, the heads of the State 
associations of farmers, teachers, taxpayers, manu- 
facturers, working men and women, bankers and 
lawyers, as well as the officials in such organiza- 
tions as the League of Women Voters and the Ameri- 
can Legion. No separate ballot proposition can be 
ignored by a considerable number of Illinois voters 
and be successful. This is because the Illinois Con- 
stitution requires that bond issues and constitutional 
amendments must receive a majority of the votes 
cast in the election, not merely a majority of those 
cast on the proposition itself. 

Whatever else they do Nov. 6, voters in Illinois 
should support the proposed $30,000,000 bond issue. 
Its failure would more than offset the tax saving 
effected by the Horner administration when it abol-

O problem has been more perplexing 
N than that of financing relief. In the 

early years of the depression, private 
contributions accounted for about 30 or 40 
per cent of expenditures. This proportion 
is now estimated to be less than 5 per cent. 
Meeting the need for unemployment relief 
has become almost exclusively a public re- 
sponsibility. 

In conformity with the mandate expressed 
in the Relief Act of 1933, the Federal Relief 
Administration has attempted to bring about 
an equitable distribution of the burden of 
caring for the unemployed among Federal, 
state and local governments. This is a dif- 
ficult task. 

From the beginning of 1933 to the end of 
June, 1934, obligations incurred for unem- 
ployment relief from public funds amounted 
to approximately $1,340,000,000. This was 
exclusive of Civil Works Administration ex- 
penditures, which total, in round figures, 
$950,000,000. Almost two-thirds, 62.8 per cert, 
of the relief total was supplied by the Fed- 
eral Government, 16 per cent by the state 
governments and 21.2 per cent by the 
smaller political subdivisions. The propor- 
tion of local contributions to total expendi- 
tures has declined during each quarter since 
January, 1933. This is for the most part 
due to a diminishing of the financial capac- 
ity of local governments. 

In 1931 and 1932, before any Federal money 
was made available, the whole burden in 
most of the states fell on local units of 
government which, in addition to the ex- 
hausting demands for unemployment relief, 
faced drastically reduced tax collections. The 
bulk of local revenue, as is well known, is 
still obtained from the property tax, which 
was much reduced in productivity as a re- 
sult of reduced assessed valuations, poor 
tax collections and taxpayers’ strikes. 


* . « 


The proportion contributed by the states, 
on the other hand, increased steadily from 
8 per cent ($18,000,000) during the first quar- 
ter of 1933 to 33 ner cent ($59,000,000) during 
the corresponding quarter of 1934. 

We estimate that state and local funds 
available for unemployment relief during the 
remainder of this year will average approxi- 
mately $30,000,000 monthly. 

Where have the state moneys come from” 
In practically every case, the expenditure of 
state and local funds for unemployment re- 
lief resulted from special legislation, which 
explains to a great extent the establishment 
last year of an all-time record number of 
State legislative sessions. State legislation 
for this purpose began in 1931. Since that 
time, 36 states have provided unemployment 
relief funds. 

Statements hav> been made that the in- 
sistence of the FERA upon state and local 
contributions has brought about an enor- 
mous increase in public debt; that it is cun- 
suming the bulk of liquor revenue; that it is 
responsible for the diversion of large pro- 
portions of the automobile revenue; that it is 
responsible for the sales-tax movement. 
Careful investigation reveals that most of 
these statements are grossly inaccurate. 

Let me state definitely that the FERA has 
never indorsed one method of raising relief 
funds as against another. What I am par- 
ticularly anxious to avoid is the impression 
that the FERA is bringing pressure to bear 


upon states to adopt certain specific revenue 
measures, for example, the sales tax. The 
pressure for relief funds, so far as I am 
aware, is not different from any other de- 
mand for revenue. We tell a state the 
amount we expect it to contribute and that 
state can choose any method it desires. I* 
it adopts a sales tax, or diverts gasoline 
money, or sells bonds, it is because it wishes 
to raise its revenue in that way. 

Bond-issue authorizations and appropria- 
tions from general revenues have been most 
important as sourccs of relief funds, despite 
the fact that borrowing for unemployment 
relief purposes is kept down by severe con 
stitutional restrictions. In only 10 states is 
the power to borrow beyond temporary and 
national defense requirements vested in the 
state legislatures. In the remaining sta‘es, 
borrowing is a lengthy process. 

To date, state and local bond-issue authori- 
zations for unemployment relief approach 
$300,000,000. Compare this with approxi- 
mately 20 billion dollars, the present gross 
public debt of the United States, exclusive of 
Federal debt, and you will see the non-valid- 
ity of the impression that relief has brought 
about a significantly disproportionate in- 
crease in public debt.

Unemployment relief is the beneficiary of 
not more than 3 or 4 per cent of the easti- 
mated $100,000,000 annual public revenue te- 
ing collected by the states from liquor. 

In those 12 states in which gasoline taxes 
and motor-vehicle registration fees are used 
for unemployment relief, the total amount 
involved probably does not exceed $15,000 - 
000 annually. This represents but a small 
fraction of 1 per cent of the $850,000,000 rev- 
enue derived annually from motor traffic. 

Approximately the same situation exists in 
respect to the sales tax. This method of 
raising revenue is now employed in 17 states 
and is producing an annual revenue in ex- 
cess of $200,000,000. It is difficult to deter- 
mine precisely what proportion of this 
money is being used for relief, since in some 
cases appropriations from the general funds 
were in fact made in. anticipation of sales- 
tax revenue. It is apparent, however, that 
the total figure for 1934 will probably not he 
in excess of $20,000,000. 

Local public funds have been raised hy 
using up accumulated surpluses, by cuttirg 
employes’ salaries, by diverting funds to re- 
lief from purposes for which they were orip- 
inally intended, by tax levies and by bond 
issues. Unfortunately, there are at the pres- 
ent time no adequate data indicating the 
amounts of relative proportions raised from 
each source. 

During the past 18 months, the proportion 
of- funds supplied by the three governing 
units have varied widely from state to state. 
Thus, Federal contributions ranged from 
28.9 per cent in Massachusetts to over 99 
per cent in South Carolina and Mississippi: 
state contributions, from nothing in A!a- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, Ne- 

braska, North Carolina, North Dakota, South 
Carolina, South Dakota and Wyoming, to 
67 per cent in Delaware: local contributions, 
from nothing in Delaware to 72 per cent in 
Massachusetts.

OF HIGH AND LOW 
CHURCH PERSISTS 


Differences Manifested at 
Episcopal Convention 
Date Back to Revolu- 


tionary Days. 


THREE POINTS 
OF DIVERGENCE 


How New England and 
Middle Atlantic-Southern 
Groups Agreed While 
Disagreeing. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—The strug- 
gle between high and low church 
groups of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of America over its ultimate 
destiny as Catholic or Protestant is 
still before its clergy and laity. 
The differences manifested at the 
recent convention in Atlantic City, 
N. J., over both the outward name 
and the inward nature of the Epis- 
copal church show no new conflict, 
but rather a divergence of belief 
as old as the church itself with a 
background reaching into the emo- 
tional, political and sectional strife 
of revolutionary days. 

Three great points of difference 
mark the beliefs of the low church 
Protestants and the high church 
Catholic groups. 

These points of difference are 
inherent in the definitive meanings 
of the names of the two groups. The 
Catholic wing accepts the full 
meaning of the word as “according 
to the whole” and stands for the 
authority and universality of the 
church. Protestant, on the other 
hand, is defined as “witnessing” and 
its proponents believe in personal 
freedom and individual religion. 

Points of Divergence. 

The character of the church, the 
validity of the ministry and the 
form of worship are the focal 
points of divergence. 

The Catholic group believes in 
the divine character of the church, 
its authority and continuity. The 
Protestant believes in the divine 
character of the individual and the 
liberty of personal faith. 

The Catholic group considers that 
the ministry receives authority 
from above and that the form of 
episcopal ordination and _ succes- 
sion is essential. The Protestant 
holds that the ministry receives au- 
thority from below and is a per- 
sonal expression. 

To the Catholic group, worship {s 
sacramental and composed of li- 
turgical forms classic in them- 
selves. To the Protestant, worship 
is inspirational, non-liturgical and 
free of prescribed forms. 

Around these three points the 
history of the church has been a 
history of effective compromise. 
With some of its communicants ac- 
cepting all of one side, some all of 
the other, and others believing in 
some of both, the Episcopal church 
has taken the middle path. It has 
been called the “most Catholic of 
Protestant churches and the most 
Protestant of Catholic churches,” 

In Revolutionary Days. 

There was no Episcopal Church 
in America before the revolution 
although communicants of the 
Church of England pleaded for 
the establishment of an American 
Bishop in the apostolic succession, 
After the United States obtained 
political freedom from England, 
leaders of the church sought to 
continue their religious life under 
the influence of their personal 
philosophies. In New England »@ 
group of clergymen, loyalty to the 
King their political principle in the 
Revolutionary War, sought the 
continuance of the apostolic form, 
They riominated Samuel Seabury of 
Connecticut and sent him to En- 
gland to be ordained Bishop. There 
his ordination was refused and he 
went to Scotland where the none 
juring Bishops of the Church of 
Scotland, unrecognized by the 
Church of England, ordained him, 

Divisions Persist. 

In the South and Middle Atlantie 
states it was felt that the church 
should be organized on lines of 
freedom and representative author- 
ity in keeping with the spirit of 
the revolution. Clergymen in those 
states nominated Bishops Provoost 
of New York and White of Penne 
sylvania and sent them to En 
gland where they were ordained, 
Being as they said “not Catholise 
and free from the establishment of 
the English church” they named 
the new church “The Protestant 
Episcopal Church of America.” 
The religious descendants of 
these two groups to this day con- 
tinue the compromise that early 
conditions made necessary but each 
strives to define its belief as the 
belief of the church, one holding 
that the church is the ordained es- 
tablishment of the apostolic suc- 
cession and the other that it is a 
community of worshipers bound by 
no prescribed forms.

Senator at Rolla Says Republicans 
Raised Issue; Thinks Facts 


Speak for Themselves.

ROLLA, Mo., Oct. 25.—The Dem- 
ocratic Administration which voted 
great funds for relief deplored the 
necessity, but decided it was “less 
dangerous and the course of hu- 
manity and wisdom,” Senator Ben- 
nett Champ Clark, (Dem.), declared 
here last night. 

Senator Clark, chief speaker at a 
Democratic rally in support of the 
State ticket, charged the “Repub- 
lican high command” with incon- 
sistency in their attacks on relief 
administration.

$7 000,000 IN FORGED 
CuEPKS ON DISPLAY 


Examples of Criminals’ Work 
Shown at American Bankers’ 
Convention. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Bidg. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—An in- 
teresting exhibit here in connection 
with the annual convention of the 
American Bankers’ Association con- 
sists of $1,000,000 in forged checks. 

One item in the display consists 
of two checks totaling $153,000 
which one man forged on a New 
York bank. How he did it is toic 
—he bribed an elevator man to let 
him into a company office one 
night, where he stole two blank 
checks, organized a fake company 
of his own, engaged a treasurer for 
it, copied the signatures of officers 
of the company from which he stole 
the checks, deposited the checks in 
the name of his treasurer, and then 
drew out the money in cash. 

Another is an exhibit of two 
transfers on a German bank, in 
which a man stole $60,200, later to 
be caught in London through a pho- 
tograph sent over the ocean cables, 
and incidentally the first criminal 
ever captured by cable photograph. 

Another item settles the question 
of how much money John Dillinger 
got in the Racine (Wis.) bank hold 
up—$45,671 in cash and securities. 
The cash totaled $27,789.18. 

The exhibit gives the following 10 
rules for avoiding forgeries: 

1. Never sign a check in blank 
or make it payable to cash or bear. 
er unless imperatively necessary. 

2. Never leave your checkbook or 
canceled vouchers where others can 
find them. 

3. Always write your checks care- 
fully; begin each line at the left- 
hand side and leave no space be- 
tween words. 

4. Never accept a check because 
it looks “business like.” 

5. Always verify bank certifica- 
tions through the certifying bank. 
6. Never cash a check for a 
stranger until he has identified him- 
self by some manner you can trust 
absolutely. 

7. Never do what a stranger sug- 
gests in order to identify him. He 
may have an accomplice. 

8. Be sure to have a safe place 
for the delivery of your mail. 

9. Be sure to have someone you 
can absolutely rely upon to check 
canceled vouchers promptly. 

10. Protect your bank account 
with deposit forgery bond. Checks 
aggregating more than $300,000,000 
are forged in America yearly. 


PATTERSON LAYS BUSINESS

Against a 
contract of four hearts, West led a 
small spade. East went up with 
the ace and returned a spade. South 
ducked and West won with the 
queen, playing back another spade, 
which was won in dummy with the 
jack. Now a diamond must be 
ruffed, dummy entered with the 
ace of hearts and the ten of clubs 
played through. East presumably 
covers with the jack and West ruffs 
and plays back another heart. The 
heart return is won with the ace in 
dummy and a second diamond 
ruffed. East’s ace drops. On the 
king of spades South discards a los- 
ing club from dummy, plays the 
ace and a small club, trumping it 
in dummy. The kins of diamonds 
affords a club discard, and the 
queen of hearts in South’s hand is 
good for the tenth trick. 


“Oh, that’s all very well,” said 


South loftily. “Of course, you can 
make the hand double dummy.” 

I resent the impeachment. It is 
not a question of double dummy 
play, but of getting a count on the 
hand. Since East bid clubs, and 
West failed to open them, East 
presumably has all six clubs. The 
first three plays on the hand show 
that he held three spades. The only 
chance South has of making the 
hand is to pray for a three-two 
split in trumps. Therefore, assum- 
ing optimistically that East holds 
two hearts, he can only hold two 
diamonds, and one of them must 
be the ace—otherwise he would not 
have an opening bid. 

The hand can be played safely 
for a set of one trick, but, as I said 
to South, “Are we men, or are we 
mice?”

Of Word Values 


Through Training

ARY, who was four, had an 
[Mf unreasoning fear of fire-en- 

gines, and was apt to cry with 
terror if she heard one. It was 
only when she grew older and wi- 
ser that her parents learned why. 


She had supposed that fire-en- 
gines caused fires. Her picture of 
men rushing about deliberately set- 
ting fire to houses for the joy of 
getting out a hose and putting it 
out was sufficiently terrifying to 
cause her fear. 


The misconceptions of childhood 
are many and strange, and would 
often explain much that is puzzling 
in the  child’s behavior. Too often 
it does not occur to the child to 
tell, or to the parents to inquire 
about the cause of the child’s in- 
explicable actions and reactions. 


Much of what a little child gets 
comes to it through its ears. It can- 
not read and so verify the truth 
of a statement, and in point of fact, 
why should it doubt its ears? Of- 
ten it dreams, and, not able to dis- 
tinguish between dream and real- 
ity, has an added source of con- 
fusing impressions to deal with. 

One little girl worried for weeks 
because in a peculiarly vivid dream 
she heard her mother offer her 
head to a headless horseman who 
passed the house. For days she 
followed her mother about like a 
shadow, in fear of the dream com- 
ing true. 

To understand the workings of a 
child’s mind is a task which in- 
volves not only thought and watch- 
fullness, but a deliberate effort to 
put one’s self into the child’s place. 
One must rid one’s self of memory, 
experience, slowly acquired knowl- 
edge, and think one’s self back in- 
to the age of the child.

The Vitamins 
Most Lacking 
In Usual Diets 


Rickets and Scurvy Indicate 
D and C Deficiency Is 


Commonest.

F the conditions which are due 
Q to a lack of vitamins in the 

food, the commonest in temper- 
ate climates are rickets and scurvy. 
As these are respectively due to 


indication that these are the vita- 
mins which are most likely to be 
lacking in the average dietary. 


Especially is this true in child- 
hood, when lack of Vitamins C and 
D do most of their harm, and for 
that reason especial care must be 
used to see that in the infant’s and 
child’s diet they are deliberately in- 
troduced in the form of codliver 
oil, or viosterol, or irradiated milk 
for vitamin D, and of orange or 
tomato juice in the case of vita- 
min C, 


The disease which is due to lack 
of vitamin B in the diet is seldom 
encountered in tropical and oriental 
countries. This is called “beri-beri,” 
and usually appears in the form of 
a paralysis due to neurities. Very 
rarely do we see a case in temperate 
climates which might be called 
beri-beri, and in all of these cases 
the patient has been living on a 
very peculiar diet, which indicates 
that it is pretty hard to exclude vit- 
amin B from the dietary. 


Even rarer is the one _ disease 
which is ascribed to lack of vitamin 
A. It is called “xerophthalmia,” and 
consists of an inflammation of the 
eye, usually in infants. Vitamin A 
also is said to be the anti-infective 
vitamin or, in other words, its pres- 
ence in the food tends to raise our 
resistance to various infections, 
even including colds. 


Along these lines much has been 
claimed for the introduction of caro- 
tene, the yellow pigment which is 
found in carrots, corn and other 
vegetables, and which is supposed 
ito be the chemical from which vita- 
min A is formed. Vitamin A itself 
is colorless. 


However, most nutritional experts | 


believe that it is unnecessary to take 
any pains to add vitamin A to the 
diet, as the average diet will con- 
tain sufficient of it. It is probable 
that the vitamins all influence a 
number of functions of the body, 
and lack of them produces some 
vague condition, such as fatigue, 
susceptibility to cold, sleeplessness 
or sleepiness, lack of regular 
growth, etc. 

There are also probably many 
vitamins that we do not know about 
which most of us take into our 
bodies because we eat a _ general 
diet. The lesson of what we do 
know about the vitamins is to ar- 
range a well-balanced diet, includ- 
ing all the elements that the aver- 
age person eats—fruits, vegetables, 
meats, milk, eggs, bread, butter, 
salt—and to reject strange faddy 
and unusual advice on the subject 
of food.
